The vory unusual circumstance of ‘a 
Chinaman making a marriage for his son, 
and inviting all bis “‘ foreign frionda”’ to bo: 
present—those whom he knew. best by 
apecial invitation “addressed: to them, and 
others by advertisement in the newspapers 
ia an event. wuioh merits notico as well 
for ita generosity and large-heartedness ag 
for its rarity.

To have made any allusion to the part 
which Ohung How’ took in the Tientsin 
Massacre of 2lat June 1870, might have 
been in questionable taste while that 
official was being feted at Government 
House a fortnight ago. It may be re- 
membered, notwithstanding his action 
or inaction during the massacro,. that 
Chung How was the envoy selected in 
the following year to convey to Paris 
the expressions of regrat on. the part 
of the Ohinese. Government for that 
misguided but «thoroughly Chinese 
anti-foreign outburst of Inwlessness.and 
oruelty. It-has been remarked that the 
Chinese Envoy to the Court of St, Peters- 
burg displayed a characteristically cool 
indifference to what we term “the fitness 
of thinga” when he intimated his inten- 
tion to pass through Paris on his way to 
the capitel to which he is accredited } 
but it may not be very wide of the truth 
to say that few if any of the higher. vir- 
tues were likely to suggest any feeling 
suitable to the occasion to a man of the 
Chung How.mould, He is of the stolid 
and rather sensual class, whose power 
over the gentry and the masses is pro- 
verbially based more upon material than 
moral force, and whose retinue was and 
is generally comp sed of rough, bull- 
headed fellows of the royatering order 
who recall recollections of Falstaff, 
Prince Hal and.-the-feudal_times. __It: 
will be interesting to watch how His 
Excellency Chung, with his supercilious- 
ness, stolidity and cunning, will succeed 
in his mission when he has to deal with 
the shrewd but grasping advisers of the 
mild Antocrat of all the Russias, Tho

The vory unusual circumatance of a 
Chinaman making a marriage for hia son, 
and inviting all his “‘ foreign friends” to be 
present—thosa whom he knew best by 
Special invitation addressed. to them, and 
othera by advertisement in the newspapers 
‘—Is an event waich merits notice as well 
for its generosity and large-heartednons aa 
for its’ rarity, Ab Mow is a Chinaman, 
‘who, arriving in Shanghai from Ningpo 
many years ago, commenced busisens in a 
very amall way. He attended auctiqna, and 
anything he bought might be bad for bo 
amali a commission additional to tho-price 
he had paid, that his ‘shop became quite an 
attraction to those who required out-of-the- 
way articles, und who could not waste their 
time at the public sales.. Gradually his 
shop became more dnd more extensive, and 
no began to charge a more definite profit on’ 
his purchases, His popularity and business
